The point is made that, whatever rights 
the companies may have in the streets 
under the “ninety-nine year acts”’ were 
allowed only to railroads operated by ani- 
mal power, and that the companies are not 
entitled to use electric or cable power in any 
of the streets for which they claim the long 
time franchise. So the claim is set up that 
where the companies are operating cable or 
electric cars, under the “h or mule 
car” franchise, they are guilty of a usurpa- 
tion and should. be ousted. "4 


Petition Drawn by Darrow. 


Although the petition for the writ is in the 
name of the state’s attorney and attorney 
general, as the law directs such petitions 
must be, it was really drawn by Clarence 
S. Darrow after consultations with Mayor 
Dunne. The namés of Mr. Darrow and Cor- 
poration Counsel Tolman appear on it as “ of. 
counsel.” 

The action not only takes the place of the 
bill filed in Judge Mack’s court but it also 
serves notice on the street railway companies 
that they are not to be allowed to go on peace- 
fully while they are considering what offers 
they may be willing to make the city fora 
saje of their properfles. The idea of the city

Police Reply to the Mob. 

‘The mob got what it wanted. Without 
warning a patrol wagon dashed up. In a 
moment the policemen's clubs were flickering 
over the heads of the packed rjoters. On the 
outskirts of the crowd there was 4 scramble 
for stairways and saloon entrances. One 
man dropped like an ox stricken at the stock- 
yards. In a few moments the patrol wagon 
had been filled. As it drove off another was 
heard clanging up the street. 

Running into some of the dark hall entries, 
members of the “flying squadron,” directed 
by, Lieut. O'Connor, hauled down the stub- 
born rioters and gave them a free ride to. 
the Deésplaines street station. In all forty 
arrests were made. Within a few minutes the 
mob had scattered, and in the back rooms of 
saloons number of sore heads being 
nursed. 

In the Lumber Districts. 

Through the middie of the day all was 
quiet in the lumber districts. The dacna ob of 
loafers leaning idly over the .,bridge that 
spans “Bubbly creek” at Thirty-fifth 
street, watched the army of laborers load- 
ing a Rittenhouse & Embree boat with lum- 
ber. The steel gray surface of the river re- 
flected the sunshine like a mirnor as the men, 
in shirtsleeves and red leather aprons, swung 
the huge arm of the derrick. The coal pits 
and the elevators; glowing dull red, loomed 
up in the distance, while beyond, in a blue 
haze, like. far off mountains, towered the 
immense packing houses of the stockyards. 

Late in the afternoon strikers and sym- 
pathizers, rallying from the saloons, tried 

to blockade several Rittenhouse & Embree 
wagons and assault the nonunion teamsters. 
There were two skirmidhes with the police 
guard, one at Loomis street and Archer ave- 
nue and the other at Thirty-first street and 
Center avenue. Slungshots were used freely 
and Policeman James Fitzpatrick was hit by 
a bullet from an air rifle. Otto Topen, 2015 
Wall street, a union teamster employed by 
Marsh & Bingham, was arrested, He carried 
a keen‘knife with a blade eight inches long. 

During the progress of the wagons south- 
ward a Thirty-fifth street electric car ran 
into a loaded truck betonging to Fitzpatrick 


and August Molusky, 2965 Bonaparte street, 
were thrown from the wagon and injured 


severely. | 

 Scehuettler Is on Hand. 

For the first time in nearly two weeks 
Assistant Chief Schuettler was on the scene. 
More thah 300 new policemen have been 
sworn in during the last two days. 

“The police departmient,”” declared Chief 

“is stronger than ft ever was be- 
fore.- We enlisted 121 new men today.. We 
are encouraged by the reports from the lum- 
ber districts. No crowds are aligwed to as- 
semble in the saloons, which will not be-+ 
closed until they become a menace to the 
public safety. Today we are able to cope 
with the situation satisfactorily,” 
. Many colored applicants for police duty 
have been turned down. It is feared that the 
enlistment of many negroes will precipitate 
a Trace war in Chicago. 

“ Wherever a colored patrolman goes,” de- 
clared a prominént police official, “ there is 
sure to be trouble. The negroes are good 
fighters and all that, but they cause troubie.” 


| One Fight in Evening. -. 

Policeman M. Trockey, 428 Marshfield ave- 
nue, was struck by a brick and injured se- 
verely when he alighted from a car to 
rescue a nonunion: teamster from a crowd 
that, gathered at Taylor street and Cénter 
avenue last.evening.

Sixteenth Century Relic 
‘Lendon Auction Rooms Is Carved 
in Rock Crystal, Mounted in Enam- 
eled Gold, and Covered with Curi- 
ous Designs—History Is Unknown, 
but the Curio Is Thought to Be of 
German Origin.

‘agent of J. Pierpont Morgan, today pur- 
chased a biberon, or drinking cup, of the 
sixteenth century for $81,875 at Christie's 
auction rooms. | 
The cup is carved in rock erystal, and 
mounted with enameled gold. It is, 12% 
inches high and 164% inches long. The body 
and cover are a monster head, though the 
monster shape is lost in a fluted, shpll like 
effect of general outline. Below the neck 
are two wings. The stem is oblong and of 
quartrefoil outline, carved in low relief, with 
‘Rich in Design. 
The gold mounts take the form of simple 
moundings, but have applied strap work and 
other ornaments enameled in opaque and 
translucent colors, and are further enriched 
with settings of precious stones. The handle 
of the cover-is also of enameled gold, and 
formed as a finely molded statuet of 
Neptune sitting astride a dolphin, which in 
turn rests upon awave., 
The pattern of the base is the ‘under side of 
an oval plaque showing through erystal. 
The cover is also chased and ¢nameled. ,The 
stem is joined to the body by a gold socket 
studded by four scroll shaped supports. 


Nothing Known of History. ; 
This Oberon is described in the catalogue 
as an Italian work of the middle century, 
but the auctioneer announced that it was 
German. Of its history nothing is known, 
but experts say it is a genuine sixteenth 
century piece. The tops looks Italian, but 
the part German. 

The first offer was for only 500 guineas, 
but bids rattled up in a most exciting fash- 
jon to 9,500 guineas, when there was a pause 
until the voice of Joseph Duveen, after con- 
guitation with his three other brothers, 
offered 10,000 guineas. From then until] the 
end the struggle was between him ‘and 
Wertheimer, until the latter made a final 
bid, leaving him victor at £16,275. .

_ Rear Admiral Train cabled the navy de- 
partment today that the cruiser Baltimore 
had left Shanghai for Taku. The destina- 
tion of the vessel is not important, accord- 
ing to the department. It really was sent to. 
sea to obtain information of the whereabouts 
of the hostile fleets—not exactly to search 
for them, because action of this kind would 
be resented by the belligerents—but to report 
if it should sight them, and to protect any 
American vessels which had left or were en 
route to Japan and which might be held up 
by the Russian men of war. There is no pur- 
pose to antagonize either belligerent. In fact 
the department would err on the side of cau- 
tion rather than give any cause of affront. 
But if the Baltimore should happen to be in 
the vicinity of the scene of action when the 
battle takes place it would be able to do some 
humanitarian work in the way of rescuing 
men whose ships had been sunk, and obtain 
information which would be of the greatest 
value.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 26.—The Russky 
Slovo of Moscow prints a dispatch from 
‘Viadivostok which indicates that-the inhabi- 
tants of the entire maritime region of eastern 
Siberia, including the island of Sakhalin and 
the Kamschatka peninsula, are facing star- 
vation on account of the situation produced 
«by the war. 
The fish suppply of Sakhalin was exhaust- 
ed last winter, and the inhabitants ate their 
dogs. There is no flour on the isiand, and the 
people are confronted with death by starva- 
tion. A similar situation exists at Kams- 
chatka, where the people are practically left 
to their fate. ! 

No work is going on in the Amur district, 
beggars are roaming about everywhere, and 
the Orochans, a Siberian tribe who live 
on the shores of the Gulf of Tartary, are 
dying.

of their private fortunes invested in Ameri- 
can enterprises. 

Thus the czar holds some $6,000,000 worth 
of stock in the Pennsylvania. railroad, the 
New Jersey Central, the New York Central, 
and the ‘Canadian Northern Pacific, which 
yielis him handsome returns. His invest- 
ments were mide on the advice of his min- 
ister of railroads, Prince Hilkoff, who, after 
being ruined as a young officer of the guards 
at St, Petersburg, came to America and, se- 
curing work on the New York Central asa 
brakeman, gradually worked his way up un-. 
til the death of rich relatives and the in- 
heritance of large estates enabled him to 
return to Russia and to turn to good account 
in the service of the czar the practical ex- 
perience of railroading which he had obtained 
in the United States, thanks to which ex- 
perience Russia has been able to pour troops 
into Manchuria and.thus to keep up the 
struggle against Japan. 

Emperor William is known to have about 
$4,000,000 in Union and Southern Pacific, 
Iilinois Central, Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé and other railroad bonds. The kaiserin's 
private. investments in railroad stock here 
amount to about $500,000, while the other

the Tennessee Coal ang Iron company. 
Queen Christina of n, who. inherited 
an immense private fortune from her uncle, 
the late Archduke Albert of Austria, has for 
a mumber of years held some $3,000 000 worth 
of United States bonds, and retained posses- 
sion thereof even throughout the war of 
Spain with this country. They are deposit- 
ed with the remainder of her holdings of 


nd, where so many continental sovereigns 
are in the habit of keeping their savings for 
the gake of safety; and this fact was brought 
to light about seven years ago by pubiica- 
tion in the Carlist and ‘republican papers at

William). was at the masthead of his ship 
by way of punishment for some youthful 
indiscretion or breach of discipline when the 
delegates of the Greek national assembly 
and the representatives of four of the great 
powers guaranteeing the independence of 
Greece came on board to announce to him 
without. any warning whatsoever that he 
had been elected king of Greece. It was 
a ¢ase of rapid. promotion with a vengeance. 
He had gone to the masthead as a midship- 
man in di¢grace, and returned an hour after- 
wards to find himself a full fledged king and 
addressed by his captain with prof@und re- 
epect as * your majesty.” 
Today he possesses one of the largest 
fortunes of any ‘crowned head in Europe. 
He derives it mot from any savings of the

erty of Greece. His wealth owes its origin 
to bold and successful speculation In Amer- } 
ican grain, chiefly at Chicago during the

At that tiene the Mansi Gen. Meredith Read 
was United States minister at Athens, and 
as goon as ever, he perceived that hostilities

ed States. 

So far as te Lord Lansdowne is 
the only foreign’ statesman of importance a 
portion of whose fortune is invested in this 
country, and from the list of the stockhold- 
ers in the Northern Securities company, it 
appears that this nobleman, who as foreign 
minister directs the international policy of 
the British empire, has over. $1,000,000 of 
his money embarked in this company alone. 
It speaks volumes for his. confidence not 
merely in the future of America but also 
in the permanence of the friendly relations 
between the United States and Great Britain. 
Were the foreign minister of any other great 
power to be thus financially interested in 
American enterprises it would doubtless ex- 
cite much comment and discussion. 

But the fact of his being an English states- 
mian seems to render it quite natural, just

VARILLA EXPLAINS MAKING | 
SEA LEVEL FROM LOCK CANAL. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 


PARIS, May 26.~—M. Philippe Bunavu Varilla 
has presented to the.French Academy of 
Sciences a note on the “ solution of the Pan- 
an.a problem,” in which he says: 

'* Thanks to the enormous amount of work 
already done, the lock canal ean be com- 
pleted at once easily. It can be opened with- 
in four years with the summit level of 130 
‘feet above the level of the sea. It is per- 
fect for the beginning gy ‘transit through 
it exceeds 30,000,000 or 40,000,000 tons (the 
Suez traffic after the canal had been in use- 
thirty years). After that it will no longer 
meet the requirements. 

“ A sea Tevel canal which requires opera- 
tions of great extent and duration, which are 
set by optimists at ten or twelve years, will, 
probably take fifteen or twenty. Between’ 
the opposing demands of the present and the 
future there is a solution that may be satis- 
factory to both. 

‘*This consists in transforming the lock can- 
al into a sea level canal while it is being used 
without inconvenience any more than if the 
works were going on in another hemisphere 
instead of the same rutting.

“The work of transformation must not in- 
terrupt for a moment international naviga- 
tion. This result may be attained by the fol- 
lowing arrangement of the lock: Let us con- 
sider the summit level inclosed by the locks 
built according to the usual model. It is 
clear the level of the water cannot be low- 
ered while. preserving the draft required 
without paralyzing the lock and stopping 
navigation. 

‘*In the type which I propose the bottom 
reach is made the independent lock. It may 
therefore be dug with a .dredge without 
touching the lock. When the reach has Been 
deepened by the fixed afnount, let us say ten 
feet, the level of the water may be lowered 
ten feet. The draft required by navigation 
is preserved and the altitude of the summit 
of the level above the sea thus is reduced by 
ten feet. 

‘‘ The same operation is continued until'the 
level of the lateral! reaches are attained, then 
the lock tes are removed. The new sum- 
mit level thereupon is made up to the former 
summit level and the lateral reaches, and the 
gateless locks which are now in the new sum- 
mit level have no further parttoplay. They 
are merely masses of masonry, which can be 
removed like other masses of rock. 


Use Lateral Reaches ra Work. 
“With the new summit level the same 
series of operations as before will be em- 
ployed unti] the lateral reaches are joined 
to the upper reach at sea level. At that 


‘moment the transformation is completed, 


“If the, summit level be inclosed, not by a 
single lock but by a chain of locks, the plan 


will be made to lower the lock that takes. 


into consideration the water~that supplies 
the summit, level. 

“As all rubbish dredged in 
reach is loaded on scows and as it is im- 
possible without violating two conditions to 
send it to sea or the level reaches, I pro- 
pose to join, by a double chain of locks the

Use of Excavated Matter.

‘Near the dam a chain of locks will be 
prolonged gradually as the level of the céen- 
tral reach.is lowered. This arrangement in- 
sures a minimum transportation and a total 
avoidance of handling rubbish which can be 
deposited by merely opening the slides of the 
scows. 

“ The clear water used to. raise the scows 
flows into the central rach, and conse- 
quently nothing is taken from that which 
the internationa) navigation demands. 

“ The works should not cost more than for 
cutting the sea level canal directly. Today, 
we may say, rock excavated under water 
does not cost materially more than if it were 
excavated in the open air, thanks to the 
great progress made in the last twenty years 
in this matter. On the other hand, the exca- 
vation of earth and har@ clays is much 
cheaper, and that will be the most important 
element of excavation that must be done.

“HE most interesting bit of news in the 
book world this week is the purchase 
by Messrs. D. Appleton & Co, of the 
Booklover’s Magazine. The price paid 
is not stated. The Booklover’s Maga- 

zine was published on peculiar lines, It is 
said to have a circulation of a hundred or a 
hundred and fifty thousand copies its sub- 
scribers not paying direct for the magazine, 
but,. being subscribers to: the Booklover’s 
library, each subscription entitling the hold- 
er to a copy of the magazine. I don’t know 
what arrangement Messrs. Appleton have 
made with the members of the Booklover’s 
library. If they can hold them they will 
have a good circulation; but it is problemat- 
ical. However, Messrs. Appleton are busi- 
ness men, and they know what they are 
doing better than I do. They would not pay 
a large price for a pig in a poke. The Book- 
lover's Magazine did, I understand, have 
quite a newsstand sale outside of its sub- 
scription st, for its variety of contents, 
striking covers, and profusion of coloréd pioc- 
tures, attracted the casual buyer. aXe 

It has long been known that Mesers. Ap- 
pleton were looking for a magazine} in fact, . 
they wanted one years before their recent 
difficulties. They have not had a magazine 
of their own since Appleton’s Journal, which 
was an illustrated weekly. But it was a lit-' 


pensive to print ii ted weeklies twenty- 
five years ago than it is today. There was 
no mechanical process for engraving. Wood 
blocks were cut by hand with a graver, and 
the process was an expensive ane. It was in 
Appleton’s Journal that most of the costly 
illustrations for Picturesque America first 
appeared. Every one who bought Appleton’s 
Journal liked it, but there were not enough 
people who bought it to make it a success 
and it soon ceased publication. For a time 
the Appletons published the North Amer- 
ican Review, when Allan Thorndyck Rice 
was its editor and proprietor. It now re- 
mains to be seen what the Appletons wil! do 
with a magazine of their own, under the 
new conditions of the publishing business. 
They are going to keep the price at 25.cents, 
but whether they are going to run the maga-~ 
zine along the ‘lines laid down by Mr. Sey- 
mour Eaton I do not know.

Though 
called the Booklover’s Magazine, it was not 
a literary magazine, but touched on all 
tapics.

The only danger. is.that she might 
prove too clever. Her “ITALIAN 
BACKGROUNDS” is quite won- 
deffully clever (Scribners). It is a series of 
descriptions, of journeys and happy destina- 
tions, and thé observationsare casual, witty, 
and charming. 
Mrs. Wharton has put a large interpreta- 
tion upon the phrase “ backgrounds,” and 
does not feel under obligations to confine 
herself to a consideration the master- 
pleces of the Creator, but will stop by the 
way to talk of the achievements of architect 
or painter.

She has got far past anxiety about 
the letter of thihgs, and suns herself in the 
spirit of towns and mountains, of seas and 
journeys. Her graceful book, humorous and 
companionable, forms an excellent addendum 
to Mrs. Wharton's more imposing but not 
more delightful volume.

In 
his work the. philosophic spirit comes to the 
fore. To the genius of the musician is, 
added in Beethoven a wide mental grasp, 
an altruistic spirit, that seeks to help man- 
kind on the upward path. He addresses the

possible of achievement. He established the 
precedent, which Wagner acted on later, 
of employing the human voice as @ tool, an 
instrument, to be used in the exigencies 
of his art, as if it were a part of the orches- 
tra.” 
The intense psychological life of Beetho- 
ven is followed through the long period 
of his musical productivity. The writing of 
masses, operas, and symphonies involved 
many changes of mood, of philosophic and 
emotional transition. Friendships were 
made and cemented, enmities engendered, 
and life kept at high tension by a genius 
who was, on the one hand, possessed of 
supernormal powers, and, on the other hand, 
had the temper and simplicity of a child. 
The memorialist had in Beethoven a fruit- 
ful theme for contrasts, and it is to the 
credit of Mr. Fischer that he has not 
brought into unnecessary prominence the 
picturesque perverseness of his subject. It 
is with the work of the master that he has 
concerned himself chiefly. The volume con- 
cludes with a chapter on Wagner's In- 
debtedness to Beethoven,” which will well 
repay the reading. (Dodd, Mead & Co., New 
York.)
